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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  health  of  your  district 
during  the  year  1971*  As  you  will  appreciate,  this  period  was  during  the 
service  of  my  predecessor,  Dr.  J.  T.  Clow. 

I  would  refer  you  to  the  tables  shown  for  information  on  the  births, 
deaths,  etc.,  from  which  you  will  see  there  is  a  slight  increase  in  population 
as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

The  latest  figures  on  immunisation  show  that  as  regards  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  it  would  appear  that  the  computer  has  substantially 
improved  our  acceptance  rate.  However,  there  is  one  rather  outstanding 
feature  of  these  figures  and  that  is  that  the  measles  uptake  during  1970-71 
was  only  54*9 During  the  past  year,  it  has  been  decided,  as  a  matter  of 
national  policy,  that  smallpox  vaccination  of  the  infant  population  should  be 
discontinued.  This  is  in  line  with  the  progressive  world-wide  smallpox 
eradication  programme  which  is  being  vigorously  pursued  by  the  World  Health 
Organisation.  However,  recent  outbreaks  of  smallpox  in  Yugoslavia  do  show 
that  we  must  always  be  on  our  guard  and  I  feel  that  it  is  very  important  that 
our  nursing  and  medical  staff,  public  health  inspectors  and  the  ambulance 
crews  should  be  protected  against  smallpox,  since  they  are  likely  to  be  amongst 
the  first  people  who  will  come  into  contact  with  any  case  which  may  arise  in 
this  country. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Within  the  Division,  there  have  been  several  small  outbreaks  of  sonne 
dysentery,  notably  in  the  Thurcroft  area.  We  have,  also  had  several  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  amongst  middle-aged  women  within  the  district. 
However,  this  is  a  general  epidemiological  feature  of  the  disease  at  present. 

Hospital  Services 

The  new  Rotherham  District  General  Hospital  began  in  September  1971 >  when 
the  mental  subnormality  unit  was  commenced. 


Nursing  Services 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  there  is  a  further  decline  in  the  Domiciliary 
Midwifery  Service.  The  figures  for  confinements  from  1966  ares-

In  the  first  four  months  of  1972  these  declined  even  further,  particularly 
with  the  booking  of  a  number  of  patients  into  Nether  Edge  Hospital  for 
48- hour  discharges. 

Night  Sitter  Service 

This  service  has  been  well  used  and  there  would  appear  to  be  some 
expansion,  as  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year  we  were  able  to  take  an 
increased  number  of  cases  since  we  now  have  five  staff  in  this  service.  This 
is  a  service  for  emergency  use  only  pending  admission  to  hospital  or  County 
Home  and  for  use  in  cases  of  terminal  illness. 


Home  Nursing 


On  the  home  nursing  side,  the  number  of  cases  is  much  the  same  as 
last  year,  but  there  has  been  quite  a  marked  increase  in  the  amount  of  work 
which  the  staff  undertake  in  general  practitioners'  surgeries. 

Developmental  Assessment 

Examinations  of  children  commenced  in  a  limited  way  in  January  but  in 
the  last  five  to  six  months,  progress  has  .become  general  throughout  the 
Division. 

Family  Planning 

During  the  year  this  service  has  greatly  expanded  and  we  are  now  running 
some  seven  sessions  in  the  Division.  As  soon  as  Dalton  new  Health  Centre  is 
erected,  I  would  feel  that  we  should  extend  opr  services  there.  Likewise,  when 
Maltby  new  Clinic  is  completed,  we  could  consider  a  further  expansion. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council,  my  colleagues  and  staff 
for  their  support  during  the  year.

Midwifery 

The  familiar  pattern  of  the  Midwifery  Service  continued  during  1971) 
although  the  decrease  in  domiciliary  confinements  was  less  than  the  previous 
year. 

The  number  of  mothers  hooked  into  hospital  for  delivery  only, 
continues  to  rise;  the  midwives  visit  each  home  to  assess  the  suitability  of 
the  home  for  discharge  before  the  tenth  day;  the  number  of  visits  totalled  876. 

The  character  of  the  midwife' s  work  has  changed  markedly,  with  increased 
concentration  on  ante-natal  care,  and  the  preparation  of  teaching  programmes 
for  parentcraft  classes.  Most  of  the  work  of  the  cytology  clinics  is  now 
taken  over  by  midwives. 

The  arrangements  made  last  year  for  the  staff  to  spend  some  time  in  the 
Jessop  Hospital  took  place  in  April  and  May  when  all  the  midwives,  together 
with  midwives  from  another  division  spent  one  week  on  a  rota  basis  at  the 
hospital. 

The  Nursing  Officer  compiled  a  most  interesting  programme  for  the  staff, 
which  included  a  choice  of  wards  and  departments  which  were  of  greatest 
interest  to  them.  A  meeting  took  place  afterwards  between  Nursing  Officers 
and  Midwifery  Supervisors  to  evaluate  the  course.  It  was  agreed  that  courses 
of  this  type  were  of  immense  value  and  interest  to  our  staff,  as  well  as  the 
hospital  staff  and  it  was  thought  that  it  should  lead  to  a  greater  understanding 
of  each  other's  work  and  problems,  to  the  advantage  of  the  patient. 

Staff  Changes 


One  midwife  resigned  and  one  appointment  was  made;  the  staff  situation 
therefore  remained  at  ten  full-time  and  3  part-time  staff. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  an  appointment  was  made  of  a  Nursing 
Officer  for  Midwifery  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Mayston 
Report  on  Nursing  Management.  This  officer  will  spend  much  of  her  time  in 
the  field  with  the  staff  taking  part  in  training  and  introducing  new  staff 
to  fieldwork,  also  visiting  the  maternity  hospitals  in  the  area  to  increase 
the  valuable  liaison  works

Health  Visiting 


The  role  of  the  Health  Visitor  in  preventive  medicine  is  complex  and 
demanding,  she  is  at  all  times  involved  in  the  early  detection  of  possible 
handicaps  or  breakdown,  health  education,  the  support  and  counselling  of 
families. 

With  the  appointment  of  more  staff,  it  was  possible  to  reduce  case 
loads  in  some  areas.  The  new  Social  Service  department  took  over  the  Home 
Help  Service  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  which  relieved  the  Health  Visitors 
of  a  large  part  of  their  work  and  enabled  them  to  give  much  more  time  to  the 
scheme  introduced  in  January  -  "Developmental  Assessments  of  the  under-fives" * 
This  has  proved  most  interesting  to  the  staff  and  stimulated  the  interest 
of  parents  in  their  child’s  progress  and  development. 

Liaison  with  Hospitals 

During  the  past  year,  876  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  the  elderly 
and  other  patients  at  the  request  of  hospital  staff.  These  requests  are 
increasing  each  year  as  a  result  of  greater  involvement  with  hospital 
and  the  community  services.

All  hospitals  in  the  area  receive  twice-weekly 'or  weekly  visits. 

Health  Education 

I  •  •  ; 

the  commitments  in  Junior  and  Senior  schools  has  increased.  There  is 
now  a  continuous  programme  in  most  of  the  Senior  schools  and  several  of  the 
Junior  schools;  the  programme  is  compiled  with  teachers,  covering  most  of 
the  curriculum,  the  Health  Visitors  fitting  into  each  programme  with  their 
own  subject. 

The  personal  hygiene  in  schools  is  almost  exclusively  carried  out  by 
the  Assistants  to  the  Health  Visitors,  During  the  year,  36,347  children 
were  examined,  an  increase  on  the  previous  year,  and-  it  was  encouraging 
to  note  that  fewer  children  were  found  to  be  infested.  Even  so,  this  does 
remain  a  continual  problem  to  our  staff  and  many  home  visits  are  paid  to 
teach  parents  the  most  effective  methods  of  maintaining  a  satisfactory 
personal  cleanliness  amongst  young  children. 

Staff  Changes  ■  * 

Three  student  He.alth  Visitors  were  allocated  to  the  Division,  one 
Health  Visitor  retire’d,  and’  one  appointment  was  made.

The  work  of  the  nurse  in  the  community  continues  to  increase  with 
the  same  pattern  as  i-n  previous  years.  The  largest  number  of  patients  is 
the  elderly  and  handicapped  and  the  shortage  of  hospital  beds  for  the 
geriatric  patient  is  reflected  in  the  case  records. 

It  is  now  the  accepted  ideal  in  every  field,  Including  geriatrics, 
to  avoid  long  periods  of  hospitalisation,  to  discharge  patients  earlier 
and  so  increase  the  turnover  of  patients  and  reduce  the  waiting  lists. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  has  made  a  very  large  contribution  towards 
this  ideal,  but  it  is  often  difficult  to  convince  medical  and  sometimes, 
nursing  staffs  of  our  hospitals  to  accept  that  an  equally  efficient  and 
experienced  nursing  care  can  be  given  to  the  patient  within  his  own  home. 

The  largest  number  of  our  patients  continues  to  come  from  the  general 
practitioners.  The  care  of  some  of  these  cases  is  frequently  complicated 
-by  acute  social  problems  surrounding  them  and  much  more  domestic  help  ■ 
is  required.  The  needs  of  the  elderly  and  handicapped  continue  to  increase 
at  a  greater  rate  than  the  service  seems  able  to  expand. 

Night  Nursing  Service 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  number  of  nurses  was  increased 
from  three  to  six,  the  number  of  cases  attended  69,  which  was  an  increase 
from  tbo  previous  year.  This  supportive  service  is  much  appreciated  by 
patients  and. relatives  and  in  spite  of  the  difficult  hours  and  often  long 
distances  of  travel,  there  has  never  been  any  shortage  of  willing 
applicants  to  fill  our  vacancies. 

The  Staff 

The  establishment  was  increased- again  last  year  to  18. 5,  which  resulted 
in  the  appointment  of  an  additional  S.E.N.  full-time,  and  one  part-time 
nurse  to  help  the  team  in  the  Dinnington  area  where  the  case  load  was 
extremely  heavy. 

The  number  of  staff  in  post  was  16  S.R.N. *s  which  included  two  part-time 
and  three  S.E.N. ^s  with  one  part-time.  Two  resignations  were  received  and 
three  appointments  were  made. 

Two  nurses  attended  the  course  at  Grantley  Hall  and  two  nurses  completed 
the  District  training  course'  by  successfully  passing  the  examination. 

The  introduction  of  the  "Mayston"  management  structure  resulted  in  the 
appointment  of  a  Nursing  Officer.  This  has  been  a  great  help  to  the  field 
staff  and  has  done  much  to  increase  the  personal  care  to  the  patient. 

Hospital  Liaison 

The  visits  to  the  hospitals  have  increased  and  the  personal  contact 
with  Ward  Sisters  to  discuss-  the'  care  of  discharged  patients  has  removed 
many  of  our  previous  difficulties.  .  .  - 

There  are  plans  during  the  coming  year  to  arrange  study  days  to 
include  hospital  staff  and  our  own  nursing  sisters,  who  are  now  being 
invited  to  attend  programmes  of  lectures  arranged  by  the  hospital. 
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Hospital  Liaison  (Continued) 


This  increased  personal  contact  will  do  much  to  help  relationships 
and  ease  integration  when  this  takes  place. 

The  proposals  of  the  Government  will  certainly  affect  the  future  of 
the  community  nursing  service.  Much  of  the  care  for  the  sick,  elderly 
and  handicapped  could  he  maintained  within  the  home,  providing  the  service 
is  allowed  to  expand  to  meet  the  changing  need.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 


Last  year  it  was  reported  that  the  problems  experienced  in  the 
preparations  of  new  sewers  and  disposal  works  at  Todwick  and  Thorpe 
Salvin  had  been  overcome  and  it  was  confidently  expected  that  work  would 
commence  in  1971*  Unfortunately,  this  forecast  proved  to  be 
over-optimistic.  In  fact,  no  work  was  carried  out  on  these  schemes 
during  the  year.  The  Council  ran  into  difficulties  with  the  Department 
of  the  Environment  and  the  West  Riding  County  Council  on  the  question  of 
capital  expenditure.  The  cost  of  neither  scheme  was  sufficient  to  attract 
aid  directly  from  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  the  allocation  from 
the  County  Council  funds  was  too  small  to  enable  either  of  the  schemes  to 
be  commenced.  In  September,  authority  was  received  to  seek  tenders  for  the 
Thorpe  Salvin  work.  The  Council's  consulting  engineers  subsequently 
reported  that  only  two  tenders  had  been  received  and  neither  was  satisfactory- 

At  a  later  date,  the  County  Council  intimated  that  additional  funds 
were  available  if  the  work  on  the  Todwick  scheme  could  be  completed  before 
31st  March,  1972.  This  was  an  impossible  target  to  achieve  and  so 
regretfully,  the  Council  decided  to  forego  the  allocation  in  the  hope  that 
it  would  be  available  in  the  following  financial  year. 

The  Council  also  agreed  t-o  a  small  extension  of  the  existing  sewer 
in  Worksop  Road,  Woodsetts,  to  serve  a  small  development  at  Cotterill 
Woods  Farm.  County  Council  approval  was  awaited  at  the  year  end. 

Water  Supply 


The  Sheffield  Corporation  Waterworks  Department  is  responsible  for 
the  supply  and  distribution  of  water  throughout  the  District.  The  Council's 
representative  on  the  City  Council's  Water  Committee  is  Councillor  S. 
Bennett. 

The  close  liaison  between  the  Council  and  the  Waterworks  Department 
in  the  field  of  house  improvement  grants  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year. 

Samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  and  examined  for  lead  content  in 
conjunction  with  the  Council  Medical  Officer  of  Health's  Department.  None 
of  the  samples  contained  evidence  of  lead  contamination. 

Housing. 


The  making  of  the  New  Street,  Dinnington,  Compulsory  Purchase  Order, 
1971 5  was  approved  by  the  Council  early  in  1971*  The  Order  covered  the

In  addition,  the  Order  included  the  sites  of  Shireoaks  and  Firbeck 
Terraces,  previously  cleared  of  houses  by  the  National  Coal  Board. 
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The  Order  was  sent  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  for 
confirmation  and  two  owners  objected.  This  resulted  in  a  public 
enquiry  held  in  August  but  neither  objector  appeared  at  the  enquiry 
to  give  evidence. 

Subsequently,  the  Department  of  the  Environment  confirmed  the 
Order  without  modification  in  November.  Well  maintained  payments  were 
authorised  in  respect  of  fifteen  dwellings.  The  Council  has  undertaken 
the  construction  of  fifty  new  dwellings  at  Dinnington  to  provide 
alternative  accommodation  for  the  occupiers  of  houses  covered  by  the 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order. 

In  addition,  three  demolition  orders  and  one  closing  order 
were  made  in  respect  of  individually  unfit  houses  incapable  of  being 
made  fit  at  reasonable  expense. 

Re-housing  of  occupiers  of  Nos.  1-37  Starch  House  Road,  North 
Anston  was  completed  and  the  properties  were  subsequently  demolished, 
and  the  site  cleared.  During  the  year,  the  Council  was  on  the  point 
of  acting  in  default  of  the  owner  of  derelict  properties  at  Cramfit  Road, 
North  Anston.  However,  default  action  was  deferred  when  the  site 
ownership  changed.  At  the  year  end,  planning  permission  was  being  sought 
by  the  new  owner  for  re-development  of  this  site. 

Work  on  the  construction  of  twenty-two  bungalows  at  Harthill  to 
replace  sub-standard  houses  in  the  parish  was  almost  completed.  At  the 
year  end,  only  two  bungalows  remained  incomplete. 

Nos.  49  &  51  Firvale  and  24,  26  &  28  Doctor  Lane,  Harthill,  which 
were  owned  by  the  Council,  were  demolished  and  the  sites  cleared. 

The  Council  also  acquired  empty  properties  Nos.  48-60  Coronation 
Avenue  and  11-20  Doe  Quarry  Terrace,  Dinnington.  These  properties  were 
demolished  and  the  sites  cleared.

House  Improvement  Grants 

On  23rd  June,  1971?  any  local  authority  which  was  wholly  or  partly 
within  a  Development  Area  or  Intermediate  Area  received  the  benefit  of 
increased  grant  payments  in  respect  of  standard  and  improvement  grants. 
Kiveton  Park  fell  into  this  category. 

The  Housing  Act,  1971,  allowed  the  Council  to  pay  a  higher 
proportion  of  the  approved  expenditure  by  way  of  grant.  The  original 
figure  of  fifty  per  cent  was  increased  to  seventy-five  per  cent. 
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In  the  case  of  standard  grants,  the  limit  on  the  amount  of  grant 
was  multiplied  by  one  and  a  half.  The  maximum  amount  of  standard  grant 
payment  was  therefore  increased  from  £200.00  to  £300.00.  The  maximum 
amount  payable  on  each  individual  item  is  now  as  follows;  -

The  Council  will  also  benefit  as  the  contribution  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  towards  grants  will  be  increased  from  three-quarters  to  ninety 
per  cent.  The  increased  payments  will  operate  for  a  period  of  two  years. 


The  statistics  show  the  number  of  applications  for  standard  grants 
was  more  than  double  those  received  in  1970.  This  was  due  to  a  situation 
where  landlords  of  private  property  were  applying  for  qualification 
certificates  for  houses  which  did  not  possess  all  the  standard  amenities. 
A  considerable  number  of  these  applications  referred  to  the  provision  of 
only  one  or  two  of  the  standard  amenities. 


Applications  for  improvement  grants  increased  from  seventy-eight 
in  1970  to  ninety- three  in  1971 • 

There  was  a  tenfold  increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for 
qualification  certificates  and  fifty  qualification  certificates  were 
issued.  Almost  two  hundred  were  outstanding  at  the  year  end. 

Advances  for  Acquiring  Houses 

Fourteen  applications  were  made  under  the  Small  Dwellings  Acquisition 
Acts  and  Housing  Acts  and  approved  by  the  Council.  During  the  year, 
payment  was  mado  in  nine  cases. 

Moveable  Dwellings 


There  was  no  positive  action  on  the  part  of  the  County  Council 
to  provide  a  permanent  camping  site  for  itinerant  van  dwellers.  As  a 
consequence,  the  Throapham  Common  area  of  Dinnington  was  regularly  filled 
with  caravans.  Other  roadside  verges  used  were  at  Woodsetts  Road,  Forth 
Anston,  Magila  Cottages,  North  Anston,  and  Todwick  Road,  Dinnington.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  when  a  site  is  provided,  the  Council  will  have  power  to 
prohibit  the  use  of  these  verges  by  caravans. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  burning  of  bituminous  coal  on  open  firegrates  at  domestic 
properties  still  continues  to  be  the  main  source  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

The  amount  of  pollution  from  industrial,  commercial  and  school 
premises  is  negligible.  The  operators  of  these  types  of  premises  have 
come  to  realise  that  fuel  is  expensive  and  that  the  production  of  smoke 
means  an  inefficient  use  of  fuel  and  is  wasteful. 

Whilst  the  discharge  of  unburned  carbon  and  sulphur  dioxide  from  the 
domestic  chimney  is  wasteful,  it  is  also  more  potentially  dangerous. 
Collectively,  these  fuel  burning  appliances  produce  large  amounts  of 
pollutants  which  are  dispersed  at  a  low  level. 
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Atmospheric  Pollution  -  Odours 


The  year  was  remarkable  for  a  succession  of  complaints  throughout 
the  District  of  smells  from  wha.t  may  be  described  as  rural  industries. 

These  included  maggot  breeding,  poultry  keeping  and  pig  keeping.  The  parishes 
mainly  affected  were  Woodsetts,  Dinnington  St.  John's,  iUiston  and  Todwick. 

The  greatest  outcry  was  against  the  maggot  breeding  factory  at  Swinston 
Hill  Road,  Dinnington.  The  site  has  been  used  for  this  purpose  for  many  years 
but  the  present  operators  have  extended  the  business  considerably.  New  modern 
buildings  were  erected  to  accommodate  fly  houses  and  the  breeding  process.  In 
the  case  of  the  breeding  process,  this  was  a  large  airy  building  with  extractor 
fans  at  roof  ridge  level.  It  was  anticipated  that  the  extraction  system  would 
dilute  the  smell  to  reasonable  proportions  but  unfortunately,  this  was  not  so. 
Deodorant  sprays  were  installed  in  an  effort  to  counteract  the  smell  but  this 
was  not  successful.  It  was  finally  decided  to  install  a  completely  new 
extraction  system  which  would  incorporate  a  wet  scrubber.  The  treated  air 
would  then  be  discharged  into  a  tall  chimney.  There  was  also  a  problem  with 
waste  disposal.  It  was  decided  to  "cook"  the  waste  by  steam  and  render  it 
innocuous  before  disposal.  Work  on  these  improvements  had  commenced  before 
the  year  end. 

Odours  arising  in  respect  of  poultry  keeping  arose  from  two  sources. 

The  first  arose  from  a  lagoon  into  which  raw  liquid  poultry  manure  was  pumped. 
The  owner  was  persuaded  to  cease  this  practice  and  had  the  liquid  manure 
removed  by  a  contractor.  The  second  arose  from  the  drying  of  poultry  manure 
in  an  oven.  The  resultant  steam  smells  offensively  and  the  operator  was 
recommended  to  adopt  some  form  of  condensation. 

The  complaints  of  smell  arising  from  pig  keeping  activities  was  due 
solely  to  the  fact  that  the  farm  is  surrounded  by  domestic  properties.  It  was 
not  possible  to  criticise  the  farmer’s  standard  of  husbandry  or  cleanliness. 

Noise 


There  was  only  one  incident  of  noise  complaint  during  the  year.  This 
occurred  at  a  ready-mix  concrete  depot  where  a  hopper  of  a  delivery  vehicle 
was  full  of  solid  concrete.  Pneumatic  drills  were  used  to  clear  the  hopper 
and  the  noise  carried  on  over  a  weekend.  The  firm  concerned  was  persuaded 
to  carry  out  the  work  elsewhere. 


A  firm  operating  a  steel  fabrication  business  at  Dinnington  closed  down 
during  the  year.  Their  operations  have  been  the  subject  of  intermittent 
complaints  in  the  past. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods  Inspection 

After  the  appointment  of  a  full  time  authorised  meat  inspector  at  the 
slaughterhouse,  more  time  became  available  for  visits  in  connection  with 
food  hygiene.

There  are  95  retailers  of  ice  cream  whose  premises  are  registered. 

An  itinerant  ice  cream  van  was  found  to  be  in  a  dirty  condition 
contravening  the  provisions  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery 
Vehicles)  Regulations,  1966.  In  the  subsequent  prosecution,  the  firm  was 
fined  £60.00  with  £20.00  costs.

There  were  three  cases  of 'unsoundness  of  food-  during  the  year*...  The 
melted  remains  of  an  iced 'lollipop  was  brought  into  the  office  and  exhibited 
signs  of  mould  growth.  The  Public  Analyst  examined  the  liquid  and  reported 
there  was  a  natural  mould  growth  which  was  consistent  with  having  been  stored 
overnight  at  normal  room  temperature. 

A  complaint  was  received  of  a  sour  smelling  pie  purchased  from  a  fried 
fish  and  chip  shop.  The  time  elapsing  between  the  purchase  and  the  complaint 
was  too  long  to  enable  any  formal  action  to  be  taken,  however,  the  shop  was 
visited  and  advice  given  to  the  operator  on  precautions  to  be  taken  during 
storage  and  the  essential  need  of  attention  to  proper  stock  rotation. 

There  were  two  complaints  of  mouldy  bread  purchased  from  shops  in  the 
District.  In  both  cases,  the  bread  was  wrapped  and  the  plastic  covering  was 
sealed  by  a  coloured  plastic  covered  twist  of  wire.  The  colour  of  the  twist 
indicated  the  day  on  which  the  bread  was  baked.  Investigation  showed  that  there 
had  been  a  failure  in  the  "sale  and  return"  system  adopted  by  the  baker's 
delivery  man.  The  bakeries  were  informed  of  this  and  there  has  been  a  marked 
improvement . 

Finally,  in  the  case  of  a  mouldy  coconut  cake  sold  from  an  itinerant 
baker's  van  resulted  in  a  prosecution.  From  the  condition  of  the  cake,  it 
was  obviously  several  weeks  old.  As  a  result  of  the  Council's  action,  the 
manufacturers  were  fined  £25.00  and  £7*35  costs  were  awarded  to  the  Council. 

Foreign  Bodies  in  Food 


There  were  two  incidents  of  this  nature  which  resulted  in  prosecutions. 

In  the  case  .of  a  nail  found  in  a  date  and  walnut  cake,  the  bakery  was 
fined  £10.00  and  costs  of  £10.00  for  the  Council.

A  head  and  thora?  of  a  wasp  was  found  in  a  slice  of  bread  but  in  this 
instance  the  Council  decided  not  to  institute  legal  proceedings. 

Meat  Inspection 

The  only  slaughterhouse  in  the  District  continued  to  operate  at  Manor 
_Farm,  Todwick.,  throughout  the  year.  Again,  there  was  an  increase  in  throughput 
of  carcases  -  24,580  in  1971?  compared  with  22,485  in  1970.  . — . 

Mr.  A.  M.  T.  Johnson  left  the  Council's  employ  at  the  commencement  of 
the  year  which  meant  that  Mr.  S.  J.  Colley,  the  only  additional  inspector  on 
the  staff,  had  to  spend  a  considerable  amount  of  time  on  meat  inspection. 

The  Council  decided  to  appoint  a  full  time  authorised  meat  inspector  and  the 
post  was  offered  to  Mr.  Malcolm  Davidson.  He  took  up  his  duties  in  August. 

During  the  year,  the  accommodation  in  respect  of  bacon  preparation  was 
extended  and  a  single  line  system  for  preparing  pork  for  bacon  was  installed. 

It  is  the  operators'  intention  to  improve  the  facilities  and  equipment  in  the 
slaughterhall  during  1972. 

The  total  charges  for  meat  inspection  during  the  year  amounted  to 
£934*11  of  which  £27.45^  was  paid  to  Rotherham  Rural  District  Council 
inspectors  who  undertook  relief  meat  inspection  duties.

The  Council  has  a  duty  to  register  any  person  in  the  District  who 
carried  on  the  trade  of  dealing  in  scrap  metals. 

Storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  thirty-four  persons  were  licensed  for  storage 
of  petroleum  spirit  on  their  premises. 

The  local  fire  service  undertakes  an  annual  inspection  of  all  premises 
on  behalf  of  the  Council  before  licences  are-  due  for  renewal.  The  inspection 
did  not  reveal,  any  serious  contraventions  and  in  the  main  referred  to  a  failure 
to  exhibit  the  appropriate  notices. 
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Public  Cleansing 


The  District's  refuse  is  collected  by  one  SD  Pakamatic,  one  SD  fore 
and  aft  tipping  freighter,  one  Karrier  Musketeer  and  one  SD  bulk  loader. 


Following  the  implementation  of  a  work  study  . based- incentive  bonus 
scheme,  the  manning  levels  were  as  follows s  •-

It  became  increasingly  obvious  towards  the  year  end  that  the  large 
amount  of  residential  development  within  the  area  of  Round  B  was  affecting 
the  crew's  out  put.  Consequently,  the  Word  Study  unit  was  asked  to 
investigate  the  position  further  and'  make  recommendations.  During  the 
year,“~~the  SD  fore  and  aft  tipper  was  replaced  by  a  similar  vehicle  having 
the  addition  of  an  internal  power  press.  . - . 

Cesspool  and  pail  closets  are  collected  by  an  SD  cesspool  emptier 
of  800  gallons  capacity.  This  vehicle  was  reaching  the  end  of  its  useful 
life  and  towards  the  year  end  an  order  was  placed  for  a  replacement  vehicle. 

The  Council  operates  a  free  service  for  thirteen  collections  during 
a  year.  The  number  of  cesspools  serviced  is  226. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  continued  at  two  sites,  the  Steetley  Quarry 
at  Kiveton  Park  Station  and  at  Greenland s  Quarry,  North  Anston. 

The  Council  operates  a  free  service  for  the  removal  of  bulky  refuse. 

The  Department  is  also  responsible  for  the  removal  of  abandoned  vehicles.

Meals  on  Wheels  Service 


In  association  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  the  Kiveton  Park 
District  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee,  the  Council  continued  to  operate 
this  Service.  The  Council  provides  a  van  and  driver,  the  County  Council 
contributes  towards  the  cost  of  the  meals  and  the  Welfare  Committee  supplies 
the  lady  volunteers  who  assist  the  driver  in  distribution  of  the  meals. 

Ninety  meals  are  delivered  weekly  and  the  suppliers  are  Porte  and  Co. 

Ltd.,  at  the  Woodall  Motorway  Service  Area  and -the  works  canteen  at  the 
Kiveton  Park  Steel  and  Wire  Works  Ltd.  The  meal  costs  each  recipient  five 
pence. 

Although  the  Service  continued  to  function  smoothly  the  year  was  not 
without  incident.  Mrs.  Janet  Bradley,  the  van  driver,  fell  whilst  on  duty 
and  sustained  damage  to  her  left  knee.  This  resulted  in  her  absence  from 
work  from  May  to  November,  during  which  time,  she  had  surgery  performed  on  her 
knee.  She  was  replaced  firstly  by  Mrs.  Betty  Wardell  and  subsequently, 
by  Mrs.  Dorothy  Herbert  until  her  return  in  November.  Mrs.  Bradley  was  at  work 
only  a  few  days  when  she  was  involved  in  another  accident.  The  metal  container 
full  of  meals  fell  on  her  right  foot,  causing  a  bone  fracture.  Her  replacement 
was  Mrs.  Mary  Widdison,  who  continued  to  the  year  end. 

Despite  these  incidents,  the  Service  was  maintained  without  interruption 
and  special  arrangements  were  made  at  Bank  Holiday  periods  to  ensure  that 
nobody  missed  a  meal. 

Wardens  Schemes 


There  was  some  expansion  of  this  service  during  1971*  Early  in  the  year, 
the  resident  wardens  scheme  at  Caperns  Road,  North  Anston,  became  fully 
operational.  Mrs.  Winifred  Hutton,  formerly  a  visiting  warden  in  the  Anston 
area,  was  ultimately  appointed  to  act  as_  resident  warden.  Mrs.  Hutton  was 
replaced  by  Mrs.  Enrica  Stent on.  The  Caperns  Road  scheme  was  officially  opened 
by  Councillor  J.  Byrne  on  20th  September. 

The  accommodation  includes  a  flat  for  the  resident  warden  with  two 
furnished  guest  bedrooms  over  a  communal  room  with  a  kitchen  and  toilet 
accommodation.  In  addition  there  is  a  communal  laundry,  equipped  with  washers 
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and  dryers.  The  whole  is  centrally  heated  from  a  gas  fired  boiler.  Thirty-six  1 

bungalows  are  linked  to  the  warden' s  -flat  by  an  intercommunication  system.

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  County  Council  agreed  to  the  establishment 
of  two  additional  resident  wardens  schemes  and  two  visiting  wardens  schemes. 

The  first  of  the  resident  wardens  schemes  is  at  Pryor  Mede/Hewitt  Place, 
Harthill,  and  Mrs.  Laura  Sensicall  of  45  Pryor  Mede  was  appointed  as  the 
resident  warden  responsible  for  the  occupants  of  fifteen  bungalows.  At  the 
year  end,  arrangements  were  in  hand  for  the  installation  of  an  interconnunicatio 
system  which  will  link  Mrs.  Sensicall' s  house  with  the  bungalows.  Until  this 
work  is  completed,  Mrs.  Sensicall  is  operating  as  a  visiting  warden. 

The  second  resident  wardens  scheme  is  to  be  at  Leopold  Street,  Dinnington. 
This  was  not  functional  by  the  year  end  because  a  warden's  house  was  not 
available.  It  is  hoped  that  a  Council-owned  house  adjacent  to  the  bungalows 
would  be  ready  for  occupation  early  in  the  new  year. 

A  visiting  warden  was  appointed  in  Todwick  parish  for  the  first  time. 

Mrs.  Jean  O'Brien  commenced  her  duties  on  20th  September,  but  resigned  in 
November.  She  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Elaine  Hinchliffe. 

A  visiting  warden's  scheme  was  also  inaugurated  in  Woodsetts  and 
Mrs.  Ethel  Cooper  was  appointed  as  warden. 

The  Council  has  plans  to  erect  a  resident  wardens  scheme  on  the  High 
Nook  estate  at  Dinnington.  A  commencement  is  expected,  in  1972*

Following  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Johnson,  the  establishment  was  short 
of  one  qualified  inspector,  with  no  replacement  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
year.  This  meant  that  the  greater  part  of  the  time  of  the  additional  public 
health  inspector  had  to  be  devoted  to  meat  inspection.  In  August,  a  full  time 
authorised  meat  inspector,  Mr.  Malcolm  Davidson,  was  appointed.  This  appointment 
released  Mr.  Colley  to  devote  more  time  to  general  duties  in  the  District. 

At  the  same  time,  Mr.  G.  B.  Reilly  was  appointed  as  a  technical  assistant  on 
public  cleansing.  The  appointment  of  these  two  officers  has  considerably 
assisted  in  an  expansion  of  the  work  in  the  Department. 

■Mr.  Brian  A.  Mather,  .the  student  public  health  inspector,  successfully 
completed  his  third  year  of  training.  He  is  now  in  the  final  year  and  will 
be  sitting  his  Diploma  Examination  in  June,  1972. 

Miss  Susan  Darkin  continued  to  maintain  the  office  routine  in  her  usual 
efficient  manner.
